At this date or a month earlier, 
grass cattle brought 6.50 in 
Chicago, with Montanas from 
5.25 to 6.25, fair to good from 
4.25 to 5.25, and canning steers 
from 3.25 to 4.85. In comparison 
export steers off cars at Winnipeg 
were quoted at 3 to 3.50. The 
former were weighed full and the 
latter were weighed empty. The 
reason for this discrepency in 
price was charged by the Alber- 
tan buyers to excessive freight 
charged by the C.P.R. 

Did either Pres. Root or the 
Government pay any attenjion to 
this request for information .on 
that point? 

By referring to the file of the 
Red Deer Advocate of March it 
will be seen that a most thorough 
and searching investigation was 
instituted by Mr. Root, resulting 
in a comparison of charges made 
by the Canadian Pacific, the 
Great Northern, the Canadian 
Northern, the Denver & Rio 
Grande, and the Chicago Rock 
Island & Pacific Railways. The 
comparative schedule proved that 
the Canadian shipper had been 
getting the better of it in freight 
rates, in feeding in transit 
charges, and in no charge for 
loading or unloading. Thus one 
obstruction to better prices was 
swept away. The Bulletin giving 
farmers and ranchers information 
comprehensive enough that far- 
mers or shippers in reading of 
sales in any prominent market of 
Ingland or Canada, would know 
exactly what his steers are at 
home, has not appeared. In due 
time we may have a government 
commission appointed to make an 
investigation of the subject and 
report. Here was practically the 
same resolutions presented to 
Mr. Roct and the Government at 
the same time, Nov., 1906. 

In 3 months Mr. Root is pre- 
pared to submit an exhaustive 
report of the subject,and the Gov- 
ernment after an interval of 19 
months is still leaving the indi- 
vidual shipper to hustle his own 
information and fight his own 
transportation problems.

Jaw to Lacombe.

BY-LAW No. 166. 


A BY-LAW to provide for the raising 
of the sum of Fonr Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars, to. be expended in 
the extension of the Waterworks Sys- 
tem in the Municipality of the Town 
of Red Deer. 

WHEREAS the Municipal Council 
of the Town of Red Deer deem it ex- 
pedient that the Waterworks System 
in the Municipality be extended on 
Guetz Avenue from Algtinden Street 
south to Victoria Avénue or Brick 
Street, and on Victoria Avenue or 
Brick Street from Gaetz Avenue west 
to the end of Victoria Avenue or Brick 
Street. 

AND WHEREAS it has been esti- 
mated that the cost of the extension 
of the said works is the sum of $4500.00 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that there should be borrowed by the 
Municipality of the Town of Red Deer 
the said sum of $4500.00 for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, and that the indebted- 
ness thus created*be spread over a 
period of twenty years, 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the whole rateable property of the 
said Municipality according to the last 
revised assessment roll is $1,553,226.00. 

AND WHEREAS the toval amount 
of the existing debt of the Munici- 
pality outside of the debt due for 
the current expenses of the year is 
$114,386.60, no part of which is in 
arrears, 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient 
that this By-law should take effect on 
the First day of August, A.p, 1008, 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal 
Council of the Town of Red Deer 
enacts as follows :— 

1—That the Mayor and Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Town of Red Deer 
are hereby authorised and empowered 
to borrow on behalf of the Mumcipal- 
ity the sun or sums of money not 
exceeding in the aggregate the sun of 
$1500.00, 

2—That the said sum be espadaud 
in the extension of the waterworks 
system in the Municipality of the Town 
off Red Deer on Gaetz Avenue from 
Alexandra Street to Victoria Avenue 
or Brick Street, and on Victoria 
Avenue or Brick Street from Gaetz 
Avenue west to the end thereof, and 
for the purpose of raising the said sum 
one or more Debentures in sums not 
less than $100.00 each of the said 
Town, not exc eeding i in the aggregate 
$4500.00 as aforesaid shall be issued, 
each of which Debentures shall be 
dated on the day which this by-law 
takes effect, and shall be payable 


the date thereof in twenty equal an- 
nual instalments of principal and 
interest, at the Merchants Bank of 
Canada in Red Deer. 

3—That each of the said Debentures 
shall be signed by the Mayor and 
Seeretary-Treasurer of the Town of 
Red Deer, and be sealed with the seal 
of the Corporation of the Town of 
Red Deer. 

4—The said Debentures shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six per 
cent. per annum, and shall have 
attached thereto coupons for payments 
of instalments of principal and in- 
terest, which coupons shall be signed 
by the Mayor and Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the Town of Red Deer, 

5—During the currency of the said 
debt there shall be raised by special 
rate on all the rateable property of the 
Town of Red Deer asum not exceeding 
the sum of $302.33, for paying the 
amount of the mstalments of principal 
and interest due each of the said years 
in respect of the said debt. 

6—That the votes of the duly quali- 
fied electors of the Town of Red Deer 
ehall be taken on the 9th day of July, 
1008, in the Council Chamber in the 
Fire Hall, on Ross Avenue, in the 
Town of Red Deer, commencing at the 
hour of 9 o’clock in the forenoon, ind 
continuing to the hour of 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon of the same day. And 
the Returning Officer and Deputy 
Returning Officer for taking the said 
votes shall be Leonard Crane Fulmer 
and William A, Allen respectively. 

7—The said Returning Officer shall 
sum up the number of votes for and 
against this By-law on Thursday, the 
Mth day of July, a.p. 1908, at the hour 
of 6 o'clock in the afternoon in the 
said Council Chamber, 

S—This By-law shall be finally con- 
sidered by the Council,and if the same 
shall have been assented to by the 
Klectors, shall then be passed on the 
9th day of July, aA.p. 1908, at the hour 
of 8 o'clock in the evening,
